and wrong with respi :t V> sucli act, and j 
defines the rule of u\ cL'iue to be tint if 
the jury have a reaso lable doubt of the 
guilt of the accused ihuy must give him 
the benefit of it. 


In explaining the ti st of responsibility 


Judge Cox draws a ILstinction between 
the capacity to distinguish between right 
and wrong and the ability to know 
whether or not an a:t is in violation of 
the law of the land. 
-V man may know 


that what he does is against the law of 
the land, but his reason may be so far af- 
fected that he is incapable of knowing 
that the act is wrong. In such case he is 
not criminally responsible. 


Under this rule if the jury find that 


when (jluiteau shot the President lie knew 
what lie was doing and knew that it was 
contrary to the law of the land, he is re- 
sponsible, "unless in consequence of in- 
sane mental delusions or other form of 
mental disorder he was laboring under 
such defect of reason is to be incapable 
of understanding the obligation of the 
law of tlie land and Hie duty and neces- 
sity of obedience to it, and of under- 
standing that his act .vas wrong because 
it was in violation of t'ie law." 


Coming to thr- mor ; specific questions 


that have been raised by the requests of 
counsel Judge Cox rules that if Ouiteau 
knew he was violating the law it is no ex- 
cuse that he believed he was doing a pub- 
lic good, even if such belief actually ex- 
isted. Nor would a. belief that he was 
inspired excuse him il such belief be the 
result ofhisown reasoning and reflection. 
To exempt him from responsibility the 
fancied inspiration mi.st be an insane de- 
lusion which ha's "taken possession of his 
mind not as a result of his own reflec- 
tions, but independently of his own will 
and reason and with such force as to de- 
prive him of the dcgioe of reison neces- 
sary to distinguish between right and 
wrong as to the particular act.'' 


As to whether a person is responsible 


who is driven by au irresistible impulse 
to do an act which he knows to be wrong, 
Judge Cox declines t<> lay down any rule, 
for the very good reason that there is no 
such case before the Court. There is no 
evidence that Guiteuj's free agency was 
destroyed except hi- own declarations, 
and so far from claiming that he was 
driven to do what he knew to be wrong 
he has always insisted that the act was 
right. 


The test of responsibility laid down by 


J udge Cox is substantially that claimed by 
the prosecution. It fixes responsibility 
where there is capacity to distinguish be- 
tween right and wron^ as to tho act com- 
mitted, and it requires a mental disease 
destructive of such cipacity in order to 
constitute irresponsibility 
llightly rip- 


plied it is about as well calculated as any 
test yet formulated to hold the guilty and 
shield the innocent. 


In ruling that in order to convict the 


jury must be satisfied of the sanity of the 
prisoner beyond a rea1unable doubt Judge 
Cox simply follows a fundamental prin- 
ciple of criminal juiisprudence, though 
one not recognized in all of our courts.

The pre-Ka- 
phaelitism of to-day had its origin in the 
work of a few young men, poets, painters 
and sculptors, who met in 1849, in Lon- 
don, to discuss art. 
They roused the 


spirit of British Philistines, \vho became 
cruelly sarcastic at their expense. The 
British public, with overwhelming spirit 
of commerce, has almost killed art and 
quenched poetry. 
This restless modern 


spirit of ours is not receptive enough of 
the spirit of true art. 
The Orient has 


always been true to the spirit of art. Mr. 
Wilde discussed the spirit of criticism. 
Its pljce in our culture is, first, for the 
critic to be able to hold his tongue; sec- 
ond, to teach the people the spirit in 
which they are to appreciate artistic work; 
third, to teach reverence for beauty. 


lie was wildly cheered when he ex- 


plainel why the .-esthetes select the lily 
and the sunflower as their pet floral em- 
blems. These two lovely flowers are the 
most perfect models of design—in the 
grandly leonine beauty of the one, and 
the exquisite delicacy of the other. Mr. 
Wilde's allusion to the attempt to carica- 
ture (csthoticism in the play "Patience," 
was received with good humored applause. 
"You have heard 'Patience' for three 
hundred nights ; yon can listen to me for 
at least one."

"What is your idea of the modern mode 


of support in round dancing ?"

idea is that as it is seen at public balls 
and Long Branch hops it is most inelcgent, 
ill-bred, immodest and unnecessary. A 
lady who dances well and gracefully main- 
tains her independence of motion and a 
perfect balance. The moment she be-

terian church member can be disciplined. 
The question comes up on an appeal 
aken from the Synod by Ileber Donald- 
son, a member of the Presbyterian Church 
n Emlenton, in this State, who was dis- 
ciplined for taking part in a quadrille at 


temperance hotel. 
The Church, the 


Presbytery, and the Synod have each suc- 
cessively held that "the general senti- 
ment of the Church has been always op- 
>oscd to promiscous dancing as opposed 
o the Word of God and the best interests 
if the Church." Of the past opinion of 
lie Church and the overtures of the Gen- 
eral Assembly there can be no question, 
and none that the practice of Presuyte- 
ians in every large city in the country, 
and in many small ones is directly oppo- 
iite. In this, as in many other matters, 
;hurch members make no distinction be- 
ween their amusements and those of the 
vorld ; and, however the Assembly may 
leal with the injustice of disciplining Mr. 
)onaldsou for doing, in the country, 
what city churches daily permit, there 
;an be no quesfion that there is not, any- 
vhere, a single session of a rich and fash- 
onable Presbyterian Church which will 
enforce the utterances of the Assembly 
against dancing.—Philadelplilii Press. 


—Telegraphic communication between 


North and South America, which has been 
carried on in a very roundabout way, is to 
be made more direct under a scheme or- 


! igiuating with Jay Gould, who is at the 


j heid of the American Cable Company. 
It has been kmwn that Mr. Gould sought 
to get a concession for landing a cable at 
Brazil, and the Rio de Janeiro /orn«/ de 
Commerao of December 6 announces 
that Mr. Gould's* plan is to lay a cable 
through the Bermudas to St. Thomas, 
thence in unequal curves to Paramaribo, 
in Guiana, and from that point to the city 
of Fortalcza, the capital of tho province 
of Ceara, in Brazil. The cable has been 
ordered aud the Brazilians are waiting 
anxiously for the completion of the line. 
Besides this, telegraphic communication 
between New York and South American 
Republics will also be established by way 
of Vera Cruz and Panama. The Central 
and South American Telegraph Company 
is pushing the construction of its land 
lines and laying the cables as rapidly as 
wires are supplied. Rear Admiral Balch, 
commanding the Pacific squadron, has 
been ordered by the Secretary of the 
Navy to render assistance in laying the 
cable, the president of the company hav- 
ing suggested that an early completion of 
the lines is desirable owing to tho dis- 
turbed condition of affairs in Peru and 
Chili. It is expected that the lines will 
be completed by Juue. 


—Monday evening Floyd Holly visited 


Richburg, N. Y., the new oil town in 
Allegheny county, and became intoxi- 
cated. He went to a bowling alley, 
where George was fatally shot by Whip- 
pie a few weeks ago, and fired three shots 
into a crowd present. The last ball struck 
Lowrie Wasson, and Holly immediately 
turned and started to run down thestrect. 
Several persons pursued 
him, among 


others Wasson, and the latter soon over- 
took Holly and struck him with a tenpin, 
felling him to the ground. Wasson then 
threw up his hands, which was the first 
intimation his friends had of his being 
shot. He was taken on a stretcher to the 
hotel, and his wounds was examined by a 
physician. It was found the ball entered 
thd right side and passed through and 
lodged in close proximity to the kidneys 
The wound was probed, but the ball could 
not be extracted. 
Wasson is still alive, 


but the physicians think the wound will 
terminate fatally. Holly was imprisoned, 
and after a hearing, was recommitted. 
The only cause assigned for the shooting 
is frenzy occasioned by drink. 
The 


wounded man's wife and mother reside at 
Meadvillc. 


—The late Captain William Tyson was 


an old sea captain and shipping merchant 
residing near Hackensack, N. J. 
A few 


'ears ago he was rated worth $1,500,000. 
Drevious to his death he became very ec- 
centric. On one occasion he tore up 
$-20,000 in government bonds, $8,000 of 
vhich he burned up. The remaining 
$12,000 was represented by many frag- 
nents, which the government finally rec- 
gnized and which it redeemed on Tues- 
day. To-day the New Jersey estate was 
administered i'pon by George W. Wheel- 
er. The inventory of this part of vhe 
>roperty at first footed up 875,000, but 
Subsequently, in clearing up the captain's 
jrivate room a number of checks were 
bund under the carpet, while from be- 
lind tlie safe were taken stocks and bonds 
representing about $200,000. 
Although 


two and three years old the checks were 
ranored. 
The stocks and bonds, princi- 


jally mining stocks and Southern State 
londs, realized but a few dollars. Mr. 
Wheeler's account foots up $137,000. 
The New York and Philadelphia property 
swells the estate to $650,000. 


—The gold axe of King Kofl'ee of Ash- 


antee, lately sent, for an unexplained 
reason, to Queen Victoria, has been de- 
posited in the South Kensington Museum. 
It is a triangular blade of iron, apparent- 
ly cut from a piece of boiler plate, rough- 
ly stuck into a clumsy handle of African 
oak. 
The handle is covered with leopard 


skin, part of which, immediately above, 
is deeply soiled, apparently with blood. 
Bands of thin gold, enriched with uncouth 
chevrons and lunettes, are place round the 
handle. The sheath of the blade, which is 
of tiger skin, accompanies this hidjous 
implement, aud attached to it is the sole 
element which has anything like artistic 
merit.

—The sealing steamer Lion left St. 


Johns, N. F. at 12 o'clock on last Thurs- 
day night for Trinity, from which point 
she was to sail for the seal fishery in 
March. It is supposed that she struck 
on Grates Point and went down before a 
boat could be launched, as portions of a 
wreck were picked up on an island lee- 
Ward of Grates Point. Thejsteamer had 
several passengers besides the usual crew, 
and all hands perished.
